DISQUALIFICATION. 

The arrival in San Francisco of Japanese picture 
bride No, 19318, the division of the American battle 
fleet between the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, and 
the candidacy of Franklin D. Roosevelt for the 
vice presidency of thé United States appear, on the 
surface, to ‘be entirely unreiated matters.

Early in the Wilson admin- 
istration the feeling in California became so high 
that the president sent Mr. Bryan, then his secre- 
tary of state, to the coast to help keep the peace.

DANISH AGK.cULTURE 


BY MINISTER OF AGRICULTURE 
~ MADSEN-MYGDAL. 
[Specially prepared for The' Chicago Tribune.) 

COPENHAGEN, July 10.—The limited imports, 
| sometimes nearly stopped—from abroad, of so impor- 
tant means of production as feeding stuffs and arti- 
ficial fertilizers, has brought about a considerable Je- 
crease in the capacity for .production of Danish 
agriculture, the stock of cattle having been dimin- 


reduced, and the fertility of the seil has fallen off. 


But if sufficient import of the said raw materials 
at reasonable prices soon may be depended upon, 
agriculture’ will very soon rgach its former height, 
and Will, besides supplying. the population of the 


such as butter, bacon, eggs, potato, seed, and horses. 


Whether we shall be able to do this is, hoWever, 
not only dependent on the import of raw materials 
| arf their prices, but just as much on the possibility of 
the sale abroad of the excess production, at prices 
which wjlP bring a reasonable profit for the prd- 
ducers. These, however, are conditions over which 
Denmark and Danish agriculture have no control, and 
so far nothing definite can be said about the pros- 
pects. 3 

We trust that the world market shali always need 
the contribution of necessities of life, such as can 
be made by Danish agriculture. We will endeavor 
not only to produce as much as conditions will allow, 
but we will, furthermore, make it our aim to bring 
into the market products of such quality as are able 
to compete with the best products from abroad, 


During the war period there has been very little 

portunity for experiments with! new agricultural 
| crops, extensive experimental operations carried on 
for many years having made it* doubtful’ whether 
new cultivated plants of any kind could be profitably 
Cultivated in Denmark. We may mention, however, 
for during the war, especially in 1918, when the im-. 
| port of rich of was very scarce, the cultivation of 
white mustard (M@napis alba) was considerably ex- 
| tended ; this plant was before the war only grown 
on about 250 to 500 acres, but in 1918 27,500 acres were 
srown for oil pressing. 


But in 1919 dt was limited to 2,750 acres because it 
brought loss to agriculture. The scarcity of oil 
|furthermore caused experiments with the cultivation 
of sunflowers to be made,’ but the result was rather ‘ 
negative. We may add that lucern, which before the 
war was only grown to @ small extent, gained in- 
creased extension. 
Agriculture today demands a considerably greater 
number of hands than in former days, partly because 
, the work is increasing, partly because the contribu- 
tion of work of each individual is decreasing, The 
extensive root and potato growth, in particular, de- 
mands exceedingly much work, as also the increas- 
ing summer stall feeding and partly the seed culti- 
vation, make increasing claims for working power. 
During the war the number of hands available had 
become smaller and at the same time wages are now 
three times what they were, the working hours 
shortened, and the work contribution per time unit 
diminished. 
Permanent hands, servants receiving permanent wa- 
ges and board, agricultural students and cottagers, 
|contripute to the work. In the summer time some 
fore! laborers, chiefly Poles, are employed, espe- 
cially in the sugar beet regions. The influx of such 
hands has, however, been very limited in wartime 
and still is. In addition the workmen's organizations 
mgpe it difficult to hire foreign hands. | 


At the present time nothing definite can be said 
about the size of the crop, the grain crop not taking 
place until some time in August and partly in Sep- 
tember, while the taking up of roots and potatoes is 
in October until November. Rye and wheat may be 
said to point to an average crop. Inland rye may, 
therefore, with an elaborate rationing and with se- | 
verely observed prohibition against feeding, cover the 
home consumption, while a* normal crop of wheat 
demands very timited rationing, far below free con- 
sumptigr. 

On account of the unusually raihy spring the bar- 
ley and oat crops were to a great extent sown very 
late and altogether under artificial circumstances, 
and a normal crop of these is considered rather doubt- 
ful. And it is the same with root crops. Only the. 
hay crop may already be called exceedingly large. 


The very high prices for al! necessities of life has 
partly brought along an extraordinary increase in 
wages, as well in agriculture as in all other lines, 
partly necessitating very lange direct and indirect 
subsidies from the state. But as claims for higher 
wages as well as for reduction of the prices of the 
most important necessities through state contribu- 
tion, have been met to a very great extent, nobody, 
so to say, has suffered during the: wartime. The 
labor asemiac has, on ‘the contrary, been better 
off on the average than before the war. Thé rise 
of prices for victwals is kept down by the = 
that agricultural products have been paid with rela- 
tively moderate maximum prices. 
| The distribution of food during the war w car- 
ried on by a rationing system not only to Pc dom 
lation, but, especially in 1917 and 1918, for domestic 
animals. All rationing has been carried on directly 
by the government and under control of authorities- 
instituted for that purpose. As a rule the govern- 
ment has made no profit in the distribution of food, 
but has had to bear the very great expenses of ad- 
ministration involved and to grant, as already men- 
tioned, considerabie subsidies for bringing down pricea,

But the fact remains that New 
York, with twice as many persons and 
twice as many automobiles, has only 
had ten more deaths from automobile 
accidents than Chicago since the first 
of the year. 

“The reason for the fewer deaths in 
New York than in Chicago.” said Cor- 
oner Hoffman, “is because the New 
Yorkers are not so impatient to get 
somewhere. They are not always in 
such a hurry. 

“Here in Chicago we ar® just nat- 
ural speeders. We are always in a 
hurry. ‘With us it’s a’ case of ‘ get 
there first and the devil take the hind- 
most.’ I am beginning to believe that, 
if we would take things a little easier, 
travel a little slower, however, we 
would live longer.” 

Traffic Force Inadequate. 

Police officials say that Chicago lacks 
sufficient police to cope with speeders 
and traffic law violators, while New 
York has the finest traffic force in the 


world. In a request to the city coun-/ 


cil for more police some time ago, 
Chief Garrity stated that not only 
were more police needed to reduce 
crime, but police to enforce automo- 
bile laws were essential. 

Then, again, we have the case of the 
intoxicated driver in Chicago. Fig- 
ures as to how many of New York’s 
automobile deaths have been the re- 
sult of automobiles being driven by 
intoxicated persons are not available, 
but it is a notable fact that quite a 


deaths can be traced to this source. |

HOW TO USE THE PATTERNS 


HE separate skirt, No. 9555, shown 
today, is quite different in cut 
from the straight skirt we have 
been accustomed to for so long. 

This one is cut in two ‘pieces, has 
goring seams, and measures three 
yards around the bottom. Many women 
who have disliked the discomfort of 
the narrow skirt will welcome this 
pattern. 

Care must be used, in basting and 
stitching the seams together, not to 
stretch them. Baste together from 
the top down, and it might be a good 
idea to baste a “stay” the length of 
the seam—a narrow strip of lining on 
the straight of the goods, or a length 
of tape. When stitching the seams 
the stitching will come through the 
middie of the “stay.” 

The pockets are an attractive fea- 
ture, both in point of usefulness and 


' appearance—the button welts being 


quite decorative. After the pocket 
seams are stitched, the welts shouid 
be cut and lined, stitching the lining 
to the outside in a narrow seam cn 
the wrong side, then turning to the 
right side and pressing fiat. Then 
cut the slits for the pockets in the 
skirt, and handle them with great care 
to prevent stretching. Set the welt 
in on the lower edge of the slit, be-

to the directions given on the pat- 
tern, and baste the upper side of the 
slit to the other pocket edge. The 
pocket is stitched in place, taking a 
nawwor seam, and barring should be 
done across each end, the same as is 
used on buttonholes, to keep the ends 
from tearing. 

Baste a piece of the dress material 
or strong tape on the under side of the 
dress to sew the buttons to. 

No. 9712 is a pattern that will be 
just what most girls and . slender 
women will want. It is not difficult to 
make and is capable of being made 
most attractive. Thin materials will 
be especially pretty, such as georgette, 
crépe, voile, or organdie; and if the 
sleeves are set in with one-half inch 
wide Valenciennes or other lace inser- 
tion, it will add much to its attrac- 
tiveness. 

Nothing is prettier than: insertion 
set in with the edges of the material 
finished with rolled hems, and the work 
is not tedious: Make a narrow rolled 
hem in each armhole and across the 
top of each sleeve, and then overhand 
the insertion in, handHng both sleeves

and armholes with care, so as not to 
get out of shape. Then stitch the 
seams together, taking pains*to see 
that the insertion comes together per- 
fecly. 

Lace motifs can be set on to cover 


the ends of the bélt or sash, and the 


neck, bottom, and sleeve edges can be 
finished with the insertion and a nar- 
row edge, or finished with the binagieet 
stitch,

rial it would be good looking to make 
the vest of white pique—choosing a 
fine qualitys It can be lined with a 
thin muslin, and will hold its shape 
perfectly.

THE WORK OF A MASTER. 


EW YORK. — [Special Corre- 
spondence.] — When a man is 
thoroughly master of his trade 
he begins to vary it. Only the 

workman who is not yet sure of him- 
gelf does everything according to book 
and line and rule. The mechanical 
stone carver tries to carve each sep- 
arate hair of his model in marble. The 
true sculptor knows better; he mere 
ly indicates the hair. There is a rip- 
ple in the lines of the master poet 
which keeps them from being dull, and 
there ts a variety in the work of the 
master architect that keeps it from 
deing too mathematical and precise. 


The house here shown is the work 
of a master. It is symmetrical, but is 
not made so by nutting the front door 
tn the exact mraz. cf the front wall 
and arranging each corner, chimney, 

and window group to be precisely like 
ane on the opposite side of the struc- 
ture. This house has a freer, more in- 
formal symmetry. which does not get 
tiresome, and which takes account of 
the fact that the first requirement of 
a @welling ‘s that it shall be a good 
place to live.

tor adjusted so that it consumes the 
emallest quantity of fuel consistent 
with efficient running. Attention to 
these three details of operation and 
adjustment will save many gallons of 
gasoline per annum for each motorist
